In Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Michigan 
and Missouri there were no Governor €lec- 
lions in 1867, but the local electionsin each 
State showed very large gains for the Dem- 
ocratic party.

Grain in England. 


The Mark Lane Express, of the 27th ult., 
says of the Grain crops in England: 

“During the carlier part of the past 
week, the heat continued or even increased 
in intensity, but then came a much lower 
temperature, followed with many signs of 
rain, which, however, only fell_in small 
quantities. fn a few pilates. There haz 
thus been nothing to interrupt the gather- 
ings, which are proceeding at a rapid rate, 
and more new wheat has been sold than 
for many years atso cons a period. The di- 
versit the yield could scarcely be ex- 
ceeded. Some ot thenew corn has already 
been ground, and, gathered from light hot 
soils, has been reported as yielding only 
from one and one-half to two and one- 
half quarters to the acre; while the little 
brought to maiket from heavy land has 
yielded five quarters, with some samples 
weighing sixty-six and one quarter pounds 
to the bushel, and others being reported up 
to sixty-seven pounds per bushel, and, ex- 
ceptionably rich, deep soils have been esti- 
mated as likely to yield eight quarters to 
the acre. The quality is generally fine, 
but harder than we have been used to, and 
millers may find difficulty in working it,but 
there is yet plenty of old forelga to bring 
down the weight and mellow the samples. 

“Tie weather has, therefore, been injuri- 


rious to some and beneticial to other grow- 


ers of grain, but all spring corn, exceptitg 
some tine kinds of barley, are likely to go 
short, and tie root crop, thus far. as well as 
the grass, are failures.

‘The farmers, still engaged 
in the harvest work, ean deliver only 
small quantities of disposable wheat—a 
phenomenon easily foreseen, as it is the

disposed of) consider themselves able to 
deliver, from Auyust, sufficiens quantities ;

I was told the caterpillar was committing 
great ravages in Alabama. On turning up 
the Flint river, everybody was reported at 
the landings, sick on the plantations. There 
is little land in cultivation on the Flint, up 
to Bainbridge. The corn and cotton! saw 
presented an unfavorable appearance. 

I stopped at Bainbridge a day or two. 
Met my friends Major J. R. Whitehead, of 
Miller county, and Capt. Gurley, of Baker, 
at the Sharron House. The Major informed 
me that the caterpillar had appeared in his 
county and was committing great ravages. 
He planted for on» hundred and regres 
five bales of cotton, but would not make 
exceeding thirty, unless these ravages 
ceased. 

The most gloomy accounts come to me 
from Southwest Georgia. ‘There may bea 
few plantations unhurt, but fear of a con- 
tinued rain was spreading alarm through- 
out the country. The corn, too, I hear, is 
very poor. With some exceptions, the 
cane, though small, is doing well. 

But I must hurry on to Albany. I ob- 
served few good crops along the road for 
sixty miles—many of the fields presented a 
scene of desolation. I saw many planta- 
tions that would not yield more than two 
bushels of corn per acre. Cotton, too, was 
The plant appeared 
very young, with little or no fruit bearing. 
[ do not think there can be more than a 
half crop of cotton made in Southwest 
Georgia. The corn crop I consider almost 
a failure, with the exception of that planted 
late. 

The people are all right, politically, in 
this section of our State. I cannot speak 
in too high terms of their efforts for Sey- 
mour and Blair. 

The crops improved in Sumter county, 
and are much better’ in Houston county 
and this middle belt of Georgia.

State Constitution ? 

. Several of our cotemporaries are of the 
Opinion that the new Constitution of Geor- 

a re-enfranchised such citizens as have 
et disfranchised by acts of Congress 
Among this number we find the venerable 
and experienced editor of the South Geor- 

a Times. He does not assert as a fact, 

oweyer, that the State Constitu‘ion nulli- 
fies the effects of such disfranchising acts 
of the National Legisiature, and makes the 
inquiry whether he is right.— Quitman 
Banner. 

The foregoing is part of an articlein the 
Quitman Banner of the l4th, elicited in the 
course of a discussion between that paper 
and the South Georgia Times, upon the 

uestion placed at the hcad of the extract. 

e copy it to correct what seems to us 
likely to be a mischievous error. It may 
be that some citizens of Georgia will neg- 
lect to vote under the impression that be- 
cause they were distranchised by the re- 
construction acts, they still remain so. 

First, then, we will say that, to the best 
of our recollection, no act of Congress or 
Constitutional amendment (except the re- 
construction acts) ever proposed to dis- 
franchise anybody. Thev impose certain 
disabilities in regard to holding office, bu 
they do not disqualify from voting. * 

Secondly, as to the reconstruction acts, 
they disfranchised (in their registry pro- 
visions) certain classes, in respect only to 
certain elections—to-wit: the election for 
delegates to the Constitutional Convention, 
and the election upon the question of rati- 
fying the Constitution, and choosing the 
members Of the first General Assembly 
and the first representatives in Con, ress 
under it. When all this work is done and 
the State admitted under the provisions of 
these reconstruction acts, those acts cease 
and determine, and are a dead letter in re- 
spect to all the States so organized. All 

eir provisions and restrictions expire. 
and are superseded by those of the State 
Constitution adopted by the poopie and 
ratified by Congress. This#ct mitted 
on all han 


ds. 

Thirdly, there are, therefore, no disfran- 
Chisemeats by acts of Congress now in 
gorce in Georgia. The qualifications for 
suffrage are fixed by the Const:tution of: 
the State, just as they are in any other 
State, and the Federal Government. as the 
matter now stands, has ceased to be a party 
in the matter of terms. 

Fourthly, the nstitution of Georgia 
enfranvhises all the customary electors, 
and makes only the ordinary exceptions 
of soldiers and sailours non-resident—fel- 
ons—defaulters—duelists-—idiots-—insane 
persons, etc. 

Fifthly, therefore, nobody whoever voted 
in Geergia is disfranchised now. The Con- 
stitution empowers the Legisiatureto make 
a registration of voters, but does not re- 
guire it to be done. But in any case, all 
who do not come under the exceptions 
mentioned, are qualified voters, and are en- 
titled to register and vote in Georgia in all 

ons, whether State or national.

Gentlemen of the House of Commons:

rehensive subject has not prevented your

It is my intention to dissolve the present 
Parliament at the earliest day that will en- 
able my people to reap the benefits of the 
extended system of representation which 
the wisdom of Parliament has proviaed for 
them.
